BLAST ROCKS THE COUNTRYSIDE 
NEAR POWHATTAN, 
OHIO 
Pow hat tan, ()., Feb. 15.— (U P)— 
Five hundred miners calmly walked 
to safety today when a terrific ex­ 
plosion wrecked the main entrance 
of 
the Cleveland & Western 
Coal 
Company's new mine here, 
killing 
one miner an,l injuring 25 others, 
five perhaps fatally. 
The blast rocked the countryside, 
striking terror throughout the 
iso­ 
lated little village. 
Houses trembl­ 
ed on tHeir foundations and panes 
of glass fell out. 
Mine officials, believing that most 
of the 500 miners who entered the 
pit had been entombed, sounded a 
state wide alarm, 
bringing 
relief 
trains, ambulances 
and 
corps 
of 
physicians and nurses rushing to the 
scene. 
Pocket gas, believed to have been 
ignited by a short circuit, was at­ 
tributed as the cause of the blast. 
The entrance was converted into a 
veritable inferno, trapping those who 
were killed or injured. 
The blaze 
died down as quickly as ft broke out 
and the remaining miners, apparent­ 
ly self-possessed ;Aid following their 
foreman, calmly marched from the 
pit. 
The victims were rushed from the 
mine and taken to hospitals, 
the 
more critically injured being sent to 
Bellaire. 
A deafening shout, mingled with 
prayers of relatives, went up when 
the miners marched from the shaft.

curred, dames shot a hundred feet 
into the air. 
A mine rescue car bearing

nurses, left Bellaire for the scene.

$100 to as high as $200 and over.

The Brainerd creamery is a member of the Minnesota Co-; 
operative Creameries association, Inc., one of the world’s largest, . 
co-operative marketing organizations. 
The latter is now located 
t 
in its new $500,000 home in the Northwestern terminal district 
of the Twin Cities. 
These associated creameries united in a vast program, plan 
a production of 100,000,000 pounds of butter valued at around 
$50,000,000 for this year, and increasing the 1925 business record 
by $10,000,000. 
The Minnesota creameries numbering 450 have 
now plans for affiliating with 150 co-operative creameries of Wis­ 
consin and another movement may shortly see several hundred 
Iowa creameries added to the organization. 
The plan for the 
unification of the Minnesota and Wisconsin creameries will come 
before the members of the Minnesota Co-operative Creameries 
association at the annual meeting in March. 
As frientioned in newspaper reports, the new plant and office 
building of the Minnesota association is a model of its kind, with 
mechanical equipment and shipping facilities unsurpassed by those 
of any creamery institution in the >vorld, in the opinion of John 
Brandt of Litchfield, president of the organization. Lighting and 
ventilation arrangements have been worked out with great care. 
The front of the structure is to be devoted to offices and to 
the sales rooms for the association’s rapidly growing business of 
distributing creamery and dairy equipment to its member cream­ 
eries. The building has two stories and full basement. The facili­ 
ties for freight handling permit loading and unloading of milk, 
cream and butter on both sides of the big building.
